Tests made with CS indicated it NN 3 
has superior qualities as a repellant; it is less toxic and has à higher OV f 
safety factor than CN. All major tear gas manufacturers are now hi 
producing CS for law enforcement agencies. re

Edgewood Arsenal is also conducting tests on atropine, LSD | a 
and BZ compounds but it is not believed their use would be feasible on 
a large scale civil disturbance. The Laboratory Division contemplates 
continuing liaison with Edgewood Arsenal to keep abreast with new 
developments along these lines.
